Army of the Republic recall each year 
•was not, as It Is now in most of the 
states and even In Alaska and (Porto 
aico, a legal holiday. It came "a» the 
result of an order Issued by Gen. John 
A. Logan, national commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, then a 
young organization. • It wa* In' May. 
1S68, that .Adjutant General ;-K. P. 
Chysman conferred with General Lo- 
gan concerning the matter of having 
the Grand Army Inaugurate thi cus- 
tom o! placing flowers on the grave* 
of Union soldier* at eome uniform 
time. Following this conference Gen- 
eral Logan Issued • an order Betting 
aside May 30, 1868. -for the purpose 
of etrewlcg with flowers or otherwise 
decorating the graves of comrades 
who died In defense of their, country 
during the late rebellion and whosa 
bodies now He In almost every city, 
village or hamlet churchyard In the 
land." 


Chicago had the first celebration of 


a. Decoration day under'the auspices 
of the Grand Army organization la

Times, a southern woman. Mr*. Mary 
Ann William* Howard, widow of a 
confederate officer, MaJ. John IL How- 
ard of MUledgevtUe.

'martyred dead with flower*-" , The 
suggestion was followed - and that 
date, April 26, 1* now'ob»«rved a» 
Confederate Memorial • day. and «et 
aside as a legal holiday, a* I* May JO 
n other states. In four *outhern 
states, Louisiana, Alabama, Georgia 
and Florida. Mr*. WllUam* wa* great- 
ly beloved In the south. During the 
war *he wa* as active In doing all *he . 
could to serve the southern «lde a» 
her husband and wa* the moving spir- 
it In putting Into operation what were 
known as "wayside houses." la which 
care was given soldier* en route t* 
battlefields. -When *he died at Co- 
lumbus. Ga, In 1874, «ha was buried

and South Carolina, observe May 10 
as' their memorial day. la New Mex- 
ico.

Wisconsin College of Agriculture. 
All milk and cream producers of 


Wisconsin who are telling their prod- 
uct to creameries to be made Into but- 
ter are Indirectly responsible for the 
quality of butter manufactured. 


The creamery patrons of any. com- 


munity should take pride la the qual- 
ity of butter that the 
buttermaker 


puts onto the market. As a rula the 
creamery operators 
know 
how to 


make a good commercial butter when 
they have good milk or cream deliv- 
ered to the factory. No one can make 
fancy butter out of milk or cream that 
has lost Its original flavor, and has 
become more or less tainted In hand- 
ling and storing on the farm. 


A» an average the best grade of but- 


ter In Wisconsin Is made in the cream- 
eries that receive nothing but whole 
milk. There are some of these cream- 
eries that do not make as good but- 
ter as they should because the milk Is 
too old and tainted, but the average of 
them put the butter safely wlthla the 
requirement for highest grade on any 
market. 
Bulletin zlO gives the 
following 


table showing the quality of butter; 
as Indicated by the (coring exhibi- 
tions: 


Is sometimes; left too long In the barn 
In uncovered cans. Milk cans while 
In the barn during milking must b« 
kept covered after each lot of milk is 
poured. When the milking Is finished 
the r«"« must be taken out of the 
barn.

It Is a good 
plan to first rinse them with cold wa- 
ter, then wash, using warm water to 
which a little sal soda or wasting 
powder has been added. Th« dairy 
utensils should then be rinsed with 
boiling water and placed where they 
will dry. 


(4) Cream must be stored in a can 


that li clean and has a tight fitting 
cover. It Is a good plan to place this 
can In a tank of cold water. During 
the winter months a cold room might 
answer the purpose, but the farmers 
who depend upon a tank of water re- 
gardless of the weather say that the 
water tank Is to be preferred at all

Out of the 155 tubs of butter exhib- 


ited at the state convention at Green 
Bay by Wisconsin men only Zi were 
mad» In creameries receiving whole 
milk. The average score of this but- 
ter was 94.11 with 81 per cent, of the 
exhibits receiving a score of 9S and 
better. When butter scores 93 it is 
good. Nineteen per cent, of these ex- 
hibits, however, did not come up to 
tb/e requirements of good 
butter. 


Tb/ere were exhibited at this conven- 
tloa 80 tubs of butter nad« in cream- 
eries that received nothing but farm 
skimmed cream and the average of all 
of this butter was 9J.6 or nearly two 
points lower than the butter made 
frota whole milk. 
There were 6S-8 


per cent, of these tubs that in quality 
..-odd not pass the requirements: (or 
93) for highest grade. On th« other 


EJ men who made batter in 


factories receiving both mitt and 
cream, made butter that scored an 
average of 93.6, or one point higher 


that made from all gathered 


cream. In this lot only one-third of 
the butter did not score high enough 
to pas* as extra. This is further evi- 
dence that the milk has Its good infia- 
enc* upon the quality of the butter. 
8om» of Wisconsin's best batter mak- 
ers ar« working In factories that 
handle cream only, but cannot make 
a high scoring tab because they are 
handicapped by the kind of cream 
their patrons deliver. 


If the butter maker* from your 


county did not nuke the highest scor- 
ing butter at the state convention re- 
cently held at Green Bay, do not 
blame them. Consider what part you 
had la It In nearly every case wh«a 
patrons Jeara that the butter maker 
at their factory made the winning tub 
or highest la the district, they Invari- 
ably give the butter maker all of tte 
credit. By rights a great deal of the 
honor belongs to the patrons. Butter 
made In factories that receive'noth- 
ing but cream should be Just as good 
as tbe butttr made In whole milk 
creameries, but the difference Ilet In 
the way the milk and cream Is cared 
for. 
If milk is not properly bandied 


on the farm It will taint the batter 
fafly aj much, as If ' the 
farmer 


tklmmed that milk and gave the 
cream no better care thin ha wcold 
give tt« milk. 


(1) Cream U tainted because the 


milk l» not always produced 
conditions that are favorable, vach a* 
a poorly ventilated barn, cowi. cct 
bedded become more) or less covered 
on hindquarters with manure, link- 
ers are carelei*. Some do not under- 
stand why It'is to bex:essarT to wear 
cleas clothe*, milk with clean, dry

(6) Sometimes the cream becomes 


alnted because the cans used are not 
n good condition. The seam* may be 
partly open or a portion of the Inside 
of the can Is rusty. Th« can may be 
old and badly dented. If anything but 
cans that are perfectly smooth, with 
seams well flushed with solder and 
nside free from rust are used, tainted 
cream will result. 


(«) Cream should not be held too- 


long before it Is delivered to th« fac- 
tory. Three times p«r week at this 
teason of the year and four time* In 
summer. It Is knowa that *orae farm- 
ers r«n keep cream longer than oth- 
er* and etill the cream be of th« same 
duality, but It U difficult for" th* 
creamery operators to favor a f»w and 
allow them to come to the factory 
only twice per week and hold th« oth- 
ers to the three or four time* p«r 
week delivery. 


(7) Too many Wisconsin farmer* 


skim a cream that is too low In bat- 
ter fat. Creara testing from 10 to 40 
per cent- will give good result* for 
both the producer and the manufac- 
turer. If farmers skim cream that 
test* below SO per cent, they are rob- 
bing the young stock ' of sklri milk 
that is rightly theirs. 


The farmer* of Wisconsin^are »ble 


to do a great deal this coming season 
to pat the quality of butter manufac- 
tured la this state on a higher basl* 
than it has ever been, and they will 
do It by delivering clean, tntalnted 
milk and cream to all the factories of 
the state.

loving Wisconsin farmers are think- 
ing of setting oat new nursery stock. 
Thls is an Important thing and Inas- 
much as nursery stock costs good 
money and requires considerable time 
to develop nothing but the best should 
be used. There are a great many 
widely advertised new varieties of 
fruits that are not at all good. Tne 
best thing to do is to select old tried 
varieties or get definite information 
about the new varletle* from your1 
ttate experiment station. 


Wisconsin has a good nursery in- 


spection law which requires that 
every nurseryman selling stock ia the 
state thall display a certificate signed 
ty the nursery Inspector. Whenever 
an agent tries to *e!l you nursery 
stock, ask him to show yoa h>s certifi- 
cate card and If he doe* not nave It It 
Is not safe to bay from tlm. Some 
person* think that It is best to bay 
from the larger nurseries. A* a rale, 
this Is not true. Very of tea smaller 
concerns give better attention to or- 
der*. 
Whenever a nurseryman at- 


tempts to substitute unknown varie- 
ties for something you want that he 
claims he is out of. Insist that he re- 
tura your money or (elect other varie- 
ties- ttat yoa know are good. .
